There were 179 men asleep in the 
lodging house when the fire started 
The flames spread swiftly through the 
flimsy building and several men cauglii 
on the upper floors leaped from thu 
windows.

stricken men, the lodging house being 
a 15-cents-a-night affair. Many of them 
were homeless wanderers, and for thhi 
reason the authorities believe that tho 
names of all the victims will never be 
learned.

Mrs. Emmellue Pankhurst. the mili- 
tant suffragette leader, who was ar- 
rested at Plymouth. England, Dec.

leased from tho Exeter jail. 


Mrs. Pankhurst 
began 
a 
hunger 
and thirst strilce immediately follow- 
ing her arrest. 


Mrs. Pankhurst was driven to a ho- 
tel. She appeared very weak and im- 
mediately retired to bed, in charge of 
a nurse. Mrs. Pankhurst is liboratod 
on seven days' license. She intends to 
proceed to I^ondon at the earliest pos 
slble niomtnt. 


The dean of the cathedral at Exeter 
assented at the services to a request 
that a prayer for Mrs. Pankhurst bo 
recited. Tho congregation was accord 
ingly Invited to pray "for Mrs, Emmo- 
line Pankhurst." This is probably the 
first time that the name of a convicted 
criminal has been given out In this 
manner in an English church. 


Not anticipating the early release of 
their leader, suffragettes gathered at 
the Empress theater, Earl's Court, to 
protest against the imprisonment of 
Mrs. Pankhurst. The house was only 
three-quarters 
filled, 
and 
"General" 
Mrs. Flora Drummond. who presided, 
explained the ompt> sot. 
by ac-using 
the postoiiice of tampei-ing with l:Utoi> 
containing invitation tickets. 


In tho course of a spooch dcnounc 
ing the government she exclalmo': 


'"Heie and now we swear that novor 
again will the government fioi 
Pankhurst! We shall organizi» a body- 
guard 
which will even 
l-ce 
baiJo- 
ships." 


A resolution demanding the instant 
release of Mrs. Panklmist was car- 
ried with ^»nUiusiasm, b:;t as the mnot- 
Ing was dispersing tho nov;s of her 
liberation 
was 
announced and was 
greeted with prolonged cheers. 


Several large donations to the cause 
were made and promises of further 
donations given, amounting in all to 
150,000. This amount Includes $22,500,

Insomnia Victim Kills Himself. 


Declaring that he had dl'yd a thou- 
sand deaths the lost two weeks as a 
result of a nervous breakdown and In- 
ability to sleep, Edward F. O'Brien, of 
Los Angeles, Cal., and brother of for- 
mer District Attorney Joseph O'Brien, 
of Scrantofc. Pa., shot and killed him- 
self on the steps of the court house ia 
Scranton. He died several hours after- 
ward.

the y^essel was towed to Melbourne, 
where it was found that the value of 
the ship and cargo was over £12,000. 


This instance of lucky speculation 
in a wreck is by no means 
isolated. 
Some time ago a man bought a steam- 
er which was wrecked off Yorkshire 
for £300. It was not a big ship, says 
the Standard, ^Mt she had a valuable 
cargo on board, and it was feared that 
the bottom had been ripped out of the 
ship and the cargo lost. In the cargo 
was a large number of pictures. Few 
firms cared to touch the business, and 
the underwriters let it go for the sum 
stated. 
But the ship was inspected 
and raised and then, to the surprise 
of everybody, the cargo was discov- 
ered to be little the worse for its im- 
mersion. The property sold for near- 
ly £10,000. 


Another lucky speculation was that 
of a man who bought a ship which 
was wrecked with a valuable cargo off 
the coast of Africa. She had been giv- 
en up as hopeless, and he secured her 
for a mere song. 
Ultimately he suc- 
ceeded in raising her and towing'her 
to Gibraltar. 
The ship Is still sail- 
ing under another name, and the own- 
er has made a fortune out of the deal. 


It is pointed out that there are a 
number of wrecks round the shores 
of Britain which would prove very 
profitable to anyone with facilities for 
raising them. 
The vast amount of 
iron and wood in some of the holds 
would pay for the cost of salvage. 
From the Lizard one can see quite a 
number of wrecks on the coast line, 
and it has often been suggested that 
if these were salved systematically a 
profitable business could be built up In 
»his way.—London Tit-Bits.

It Starts at Iceland and Biseota the 


Ocean Down Almost to Oispo Horn. 
In Places It Rites Above tho Surface, 
Forming Groups of Islands. 


A sketcli of the 'Mandscape'* of the 
ocean bed Is given by Dr. A. B. Ship- 
ley in an nrUi'lc In the Edinburgh Re- 
view: 


•Tlie pasHLMigers and the crew of a 
liner racing over tbo surface of the 
Atlantic are apt to imagine that under 
theni is a vast layer of water of vary- 
ing deptb sparsely inhabited by a few 
llsb 
As a matter of fact, the whole of 
tl 
' "'-(vMi Is teeming with life 


JJ' in -lead of Lai;*:)^ rsJiip we could take 
to the water and walk across the bed 
uf Ihü Atlantic to America, starting 
from the shores of western Europe, we 
should in eri'ect be ti'aveiJiig through a 
succession of new countries. Not only 
would the surrounding physical condi- 
tions vary as we advanced, but the 
animal and plant life would vary in 
correlation with Ihe altering physical 
conditions. 


"Walking farther and farther toward 
the depths of tlie Atlantic, we should 
soon lose all sight nf tlie algae, and tho 
Bliallow water llsli ihe plaice and sole, 
whltiiiiT. skates, dugllsh and others and 
cod—would give way to the megrim 
and the hake 
The sea tioor would 
gradually chajige fro]]j rock or gravel 
or Btones to sands and ultimately tu 
mud or oozes of various tints, their 
original colors, often modiiied by the 
action of the decomposition of organic 
particles In them and on them 
All 
these tlner deposits are derived from 
the neighboring land and are blown 
seaward by offshore winds or washed 
down by rains and streams and carried 
out to the sea by rivers. 


"The distiince to which ilne matter in 
suspension 
may be carried is very 
great 
The Kongo Is said to carry 
characteristic mud as far out to sea as 
OUO miles, and the Ganges and the 
Indus as far as 1,0<X) miles 


"Except In the nelgljboihood of such 
great 
rivers n subafjueous traveler 
would soon pass heyvaid what Sir John 
Murray has called liie 'mud line,' a 
line that limits the terrl;:enous deposits 
everywhere 
surrounding 
dry 
laud 
Having reaciuMl this limit, we must 
proceed warily, for at the mud ilne 
at an avi»rage depth of a hundred 
fathoms, we shall tind ouraelvea at the 
edpe of the continental shelf, that rim 
which extends seaward to a varying 
distance from all land area«, the rim 
on which Great BrliaU rests. 
Beyond 
lies the continental slope, a precipice 
more or less abrupt and more or less 
high, descending by ateep declines or 
terraced clltta until deptha of 2.000 


"The Atlantic, compared with th« 
other great oceans, has an unusuaUy 
large area of comparatively shallow 
water 
Of its total area 27.5 per cent 
Is covered by water less than 1,000 
fathoms dopp; IS per cent lies between 
I.OOO and 2.000 fathoms and 47 per cent 
between 2.000 and a.O(X) fathoms; the 
remaining 7.0 per CCMU is still deeper. 


"At tho foot of the continental slopo 
lies an Illimitable plain of a uniform 
dull, grayish buff color, flat and fea- 
tureless as the desert, and only diversi- 
fied by an occasional as yet uncovered 
rock or wreck or the straight line of a 
recently laid calilo. 
This plain con- 
tinues with scarcely a chango In scen- 
ery or in level until wo approach the 
grea t mid-A tia ntic ridge. 
As Bruce 
has shown, this ridge, which rouglily 
bisects the Atlantic, extends from Ice- 
land as far south as fifty-three degrees 
of south latitude, with a slight and 
quite inexplicable break Just under the 
equator The ridge runs almost parallel 
with the eastern contour of North and 
South America, which. In turn, as tho 
ordinary niap will show, roughly cor- 
responds with the western contour of 
Europe and Africa 
Krom time to time 
the ridge rises above tho surface of the 
water, as In the Azores group, 
St 
Paul's rocks. Ascension. Tristan da 
Cunha and Gough Island. 


"Having ascended the eastern and 
descended the western slope of thia 
mid-Atlantic ildge, we should again 
traverse plains of grayish ooze far 
more extensive than any level land 
tract known to geographers, and as we 
approached the American coast 
we 
should gradually pass through. In re- 
verse order, the zones of life traversed 
when leaving Europe. Ou the eastern 
coast of America the slope Is niuch 
more gradual than on the 
western 
coast of southern Europe and Africa "

these restless days the Mexican «cor- 
pion still holds the record as official 
executioner 
of 
the 
republic. 
Four 
thousand persons aro reported to die 
each year in Mexico from the stings 
>f «corpiona. 


There are several varieties of scor- 
pions in Mexico, some of them excede- 
ingly 
venomous 
and 
others 
little 
feared. In the neighborhood of Tepic 
the virulent centuris gracilis aboundK, 
but it is little known about the more 
northern oUte of Sonora. 
It Is one 
of the most venomous creatures In the 
world. 


In the small city of Durango scor- 
pions are perhape more plentiful and 
more dangerous than anywhere else 
in the republic. 
Here the climate is 
humid and torrid—it Is In the "tierra 
callente"—and it Is estimated 
that 
more than 150.000 ucorplons are killed 
each year, with no appreciable effect 
on their numbers. 


A scorpion resembles a diminutive 
lobster. 
Some specimens 
are eight 
inches long, though the average length 
is from two to four inches. The claws 
c l o s e l y resemble a lobster's; with them 
the ecorpion crushes its prey after dis- 
abling It by means of a sting. 


The body of a scorpion consists of 
several segmented joints, the last five 
or more narrowing down to form the 
tail, which curia up forward over the 
body and terminates in the sting. This 
businesslike 
appendage is a horny, 
sharp eplne containing two little open- 
ings, which connect with the venom 
gland within th« cell of the last seg- 
ment, 
In striking, the scorpion gives 
the tail a rapli lashing motion for- 
ward In advance of the body and lit- 
erally administers a hypodermic injec- 
tion of poison, or rather several injec- 
tions, for it uBualiy stings repeatedly 
when it does strike. 


In color scorpions vary according to 
environment. 
One ordinarily colorless 
or translucent will assume a 
brown 
or 
blackish 
shade In dark surround- 
ings. 
Scorpions live in the cracks of 
the sun-baked clay, under stones, In 
the chinks of the adobe huts and In 
the cracks In the plaster of old frame 
houees. 
They prey upon spiders and 
other night marauding insects. 
A spi- 
der stung by a scorpion may bo ob- 
served undergoing convulsions just be- 
fore death as animals or human beings 
do. 


Unless 
sleeping 
cots 
are 
well 
screened and the supports immersed 
Jn cans of kerosene or carbolic acid 
water evaporates 
too rapidly—the 
prowling scorpion may find its 
way 
beneath the bed covers and sting the 
restless child. 
By nature it Is a noc- 
turnal pest. In Mexico every one takes 
a peep In the toe of his shoe before 
dreseing In the morning to assure him- 
self that no undesirable citizen is hid- 
ing there. 


Contrary to common belief scorpions 
never 
commit 
suicide 
by 
stinging 
themselves to death—at least not in 
Mexico. In fact they seem immune to 
their own venom. 
Two well-matched 
specimens will battle to death If con^ 
fined In a Jar, stinging each other re- 
peatedly, yet the victor does not die.

heat from the burning building had be- 
come so intense that the men had to give 
up the fight and watch the structure burn. 
In the building were stored 1600 bushels 
of wheat and rye, and 1200 bushels oats, 
all the grain from the three Sheely farms 
being stored in this barn 
There also 
burned a full equipment of farming ma- 
chinery, threshing machine, 2 mowers, 2 
rakes, 2 buggies, spreader, and many oth 
er pieces of machinery, together with har- 
ness and numerous other articles. Among 
the things destroyed was anew tieespray- 
er purchased only a few days ago 


The only theor3' as to the cause of the 
fire holds that some one must have been 
in the granery during the night, intend- 
ing to steal grain, and that he caused the 
fire. 
The main barn was a two story af- 
fair, 100 by 60 feet, and the' blaze origi- 
nated in the upper 
floor 
The $4000 in- 
surance was divided, $3000 on the barn 
and $1000 on the crops. 
Of tho insurance 
$2000 was in the Mummaeburg Company, 
h1500 in the Gettysburg Mutual and $500 
in the Liberty and Independent. 


Stole Grandmother's Chickens.

He was given a hear-

bail for court. 


Earl Martin, of near Hanover, was ar- 
rested on Satufday for beine: implicated 
with Claude Groft in the theft of a num- 
of chickens from Mrs Thomas Shildt, of 
near Mt. Rock. 
That Groft is sorte 
"actor" is demonstrated by a ^'stunt" he 
is said to have pulled some time ago, of 
which his old grandmother wag again the 
victim. 
He is said to have gone to her 
home and told the old lady he was being 
chased by an oflicer and il she would give

A few moments later it is said his 
"confederate" appeared and walking in 
the house placed his hands on Groft say- 
ing : 
have you now, so come with me."

The "oflicer" it is stated took the money 
and left the house.

Kills Girl and Himself in Cab. 
Mervin F, R e b r r t , a Gettysburg produce 
dealer, «iommitted suicide Friday night in 
a Harrisburg cab after murdering Anna 
Hunsinger, of that city, with whom he is 
»aid to have been intimate for some time. 
Both the man and tho woman were found 
dead in the cab by Charies Harbold, tho 
driver who had taken them from the 
homo of Bess Hoffner, 11 Graco avenue. 
Harrisburg, to 24th and Dorry streets 
where he had taken them before. 
Har- 
bold had stopped in front of the house for 
a minute or more and when there was no 
sign of the door b e i n g opene<l ho got down 
from his 
seat, 
He received 
no 
re- 
sponse and reached in to awaken the cou- 
ple who he believed were alsloep. 
When 
ho drew out his hand it was covered with 
blood. 
With a lighted match he saw that 
both tho woman and her companion were 
dead» 
The woman's head was nearly sev- 
ered from her body, while Mr. Robert's 
throat was cut from ear to ear. 
The kill- 
ing was done with a small black handled 
penknife, the blade of which was about 
an inch and a half long. 
It was ground 
to a razor edge, however, wdiich accounts 
for tho effective work it did, 
Harbokl 
raced to the Harrisburg Hospital, where 
physicians pronounced them both dead. 
The bodies were taken to Spicer's under- 
taking rooms, where the identification 
was made through the police. 


The couple had quarreled earlier in the 
evening, according to Bess Heffner, who 
identified the woman. 
While in the cel- 
lar at the Heffner place, Robert struck the 
Hunsinger woman and knockcd her down. 
The Heffner woman ordered them «ut 
and they went to the station and got a 
cab. 
This was about 11 o'clock. 


They aeked to be taken to 24th and 
Derry.streeta, which was the same place 
they had been driven to on Thursday 
night, when tho woman left the cab and 
the man was driven back to Harrisburg. 
During the trip out to 24th street Harbold 
heard no sound of either quarrel or strug- 
gle. 
Robert's body was found on a seat 
leaning slightly forward. 
The Hunsinger 
woman was sitting bolt upright beside him 
with her feet on the front seat. Her head, 
nearly severed, hung on her right shoul- 
der. 
Three half pints of whiskey were 
found 
Two had fallen to the floor of the 
cab, while Robert's ix»cket contained an- 
other, 
The Hunsinger woman lived at 
Gettysburg for almost a year at the home 
of Mrs. George Warren. 


The news of the tragedy was telephon- 
ed to Night Policeman Emmons, at Get- 
tysburg, shortly after midnight and he at 
once communicated with C Wm. Bealos 
regarding tho best way to inform Mr. Rob- 
ert's wife who lives at Gettysburg. 
Mrs, 
Rebert's sister, a Miss Howard, is serious- 
ly ill at the Rebert home and it was fear- 
ed that the excitement following 
the 
breaking of tho news to the wife might 
result seriously to the patient. 
Accord- 
ingly Mr. Beales went with his automo- 
bile to tho Rebert home and took the wife 
back to his own residence where she was 
told as gently as possible of the awful oc- 
currence. 


She collapsed on being told and Dr. 
Hartman was summond. 
About 3 o'clock 
she was able to be taken back to her own 
home. 
When Mr. Rebert left for Harris- 
burg several da\8 previous he told his 
wife that he was going there on business, 
and she received no intimation of any- 
thing being wrong until the news of his 
death reached her. 
Fora number of years 
Rebert engaged in farming near 
Gettys 
burg 
Ijater he wae associated with Sam- 
uel E Waltinan in the produce business 
in Gettysburg, and within the past few 
years he acquired the sole interest in tho 
business. 


Mr Rebert was about 58 years of age. 
He leavea his wife, who was a Mist How- 
ard before marriage, one son, Clarimce H. 
Rebert, of Newport, Pa., and a sister, Mrs 
Ellen Sh«rfy of Washington, D. C 
The 
woman killed in the trauedy leaves a son 
about 1Ö years of age. 


The murdered woman, was the wife of 
Edgar Warren, who at one time 
resided 
in this place, where his father conducted 
the Hotel Oxford for a time. 
Young 
Warren later conducted hotels at York 
Springs, 
Abbottstown and Littlestown, 
He is now engaged as flagman on the 
Philadelphia & Reading railroad. Warren 
says he never suspected his wife. 
He 
knew nothing of the tragedy until he re 
turned from work. 
When told at the 
shops, he went to his home, destroyed all 
photographs of his wife and declared he 
would not even claim her body for burial, 
"I'm through," said Warren, 
" I never 
suspected it; I'm glad to know it and am 
happy," 
He then announced the repudi- 
ation of his wife. 
He added that he 
would not even attend the funeral. 
Reb- 
ert became infatuated with Mrs, Warren 
before her marriage, in 1911, 
It is said 
their relations never ceased from then on 
Mrs. Warren, who was then Miss Anna 
Honsinger, lived in Gettysburg. 


The body of Rebert was brought to Get- 
tysburg Monday morning and interred in 
Evergreen cemetery, 
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Harry Smith, of Wenksville, was taken 
to tho Harrisburg HospiUl on Friday ev- 
ening suffering with lock jaw, 
resulting 
from a wound on the hand received when 
it wt^s caught in a wagon wheel

announced the death at 10 o'clock a, m. 
on that date, of Francis^ the 12 year-old 
adopted &on of Mr. and Mrs. John F. 
Smith, at Ogden, Utah. 
TbeJad with

Well for Mother» to Know Best Thlna 
to Do When a Child Has Been 
Badly Burned* 


All children will play with Are un- 
less they have been taught, either by 
precept or experience, not to do so, 
and accidents will happen even wlien 
every precaution has been taken. It is 
therefore most desirable in the case of 
burns that parents should know what 
—and above all what not—to do while 
waiting for the doctor to come. 


The first thing is to fight shock with 
all the resources at command, because 
shock is usually the immediate cause 
of death. Too often shock is aggravat- 
ed rather than helped by the treatment 
it receives. 


Valuable time is wasted 
and 
un- 
necessary agony caused in trying to 
remove the clothing; then various ap- 
plications of oil or of whatever else 
the distracted bystanders may have 
heard was good for burns are made 
until by the time the doctor arrives 
irremediable mischief is done. 


Do not waste time in any such way, 
but Immediately prepare a warm salt 
water bath and gently place the child 
in it, clothes and all. If the clothes 
are much burned the warm water will 
mako them easier to remove, and the 
child can be kept in the bath until the 
pulse and temperature show that a 
reaction from the shock has 
taken 
place. It will often be necessary for 
some strong and careful person to 
kneel and hold the patient in the best 
position. 


Even after the child has been placed 
in bed with the proper dressings the 
bath should be given again if there are 
indications that shoyk is returning. 
Always remember that speed is essen- 
tial. Even the slightest delay is dan« 
gei'ous. 


Almost every one believes that in 
the case oi burns water is always 
harmful and oil always helpful. You 
will be wise to reverse the rule and 
learn it by heart. 
In case of burns 
fill the bath with warm water, addMig 
salt in the proportion of a teaspoonful 
to a pint of water, and hold the child 
in it, clothes and all, until the doctor 
arrives.—Youth's ComiJanion.

German Meat Balls.—Trim all tho 
fat and skin from a pound of round 
steak, put over the fire with a quart 
of cold water, one o n i o n , s t a l k of 
celery, a tablespoonful of parsley and 
a teaspoonful of salt. Cook one hour. 
Soak a large slice of bread in water, 
squeeze until dry, then mix one pound 
of the round steak minced fine; add a 
beaten egg and two tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a dash of pepper. Make lnto4»alls 
as large as an egg and boll ten min- 
utes In the broth. Brown a tablespoon- 
ful of fiour in a tablespoonful of but- 
ter, strain the broth and add It, stir- 
ring until thick. Pour the gravy over 
the meat balls and serve. 


Meat 
Loaf,—To 
each 
pound 
of 
chopped beef add two ounces of fat 
pork or suet; mix with a fourth of a 
cup of bread crumbs, one teaspoonful 
of salt, seasonings of herbs and a 
beaten egg.

UNUSUAL DISHES. 


This is rather añ unusual way of 
serving frankfurts. Boil six sausages 
fifteen minutes, cool and remove the 
skin and cut In small bits. Mix three 
tablespoonfuls of flour with one and a 
half cupfuls of milk. 
Add the sau- 
sages, Season with half a teaspoonful 
of salt, a few dashes of cayenne. 


For a change from the usual baked 
apple, steam some cored greenings un- 
til tender; then Just before serving, 
glaze them with a few spoonfuls of 
sirup. Serve with cream. 


Almond Balls.—Pound a half cup of 
blanched almonds to a fine pulp. Beat 
two eggs well, season with salt, cay- 
enne and a very little chopped pars- 
ley; then add the almonds and three- 
fourths of a cup of sifted flour and a 
teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Roll 
with buttered palms into small balls 
and boil in the soup just before serv- 
ing. The length of time for cooking 
depends upon the size. If the fiize of 
a hickory nut six minutes will 
cook 
them. 


Cheesé Croquetteo.—Cut into small 
dice one pound of American 
cheese. 
Have ready a cup of hot white sauce, 
add to it the cheese, the yolks of two 
well beaten eggs, diluted with a little 
cream. Stir until well blended, season 
with salt, red pepper and a grating of 
nutmeg. 
Set on ice until cold, then 
form croquettes, 
and 
roll 
in 
fine 
crumbs. 
Dip in egg, then in crumbs 
again, and fry in deep fat. 


Chicken Souffle.—Mix 
together 
a 
tablespoonful of melted butter and one 
of flour; stir Jn a pint of milk or 
cream, a little onion juice, 
chopped 
parsley and salt and pepper. 
When 
thick, add a cupful of chopped chicken 
and the beaten yolks of two 
eggs. 
Cool, and add 
the 
beaten 
whites. 
Pour into a buttered dish and set in 
hot water and bake in a 
moderate 
oven until 
firm. 
Serve with mush- 
room sauce. 


Scotch Broth.-rTake the p^nor that 
mutton has been cooked in, remove 
the fat and add turnip, carrot, onion 
and a little celery.

That of the 
Poet, Robert 
Southay, 
Probably Has the Grcatott Claim 
to Distinction. 


The library of Robert Southey, tho 
English poet, consisted of about 14.000 
volumes. 
That Is probably the larg- 
est number of books ever collected byl 
a person of such limited means. 
HIa 
son writes that many of 
tho 
books 
wero In vellum or parchment bindings. 
His brother, Thomas Southey, was a, 
skillful letterer; he painted the barks 
of the books In some bright color, and 
put the title on 
this 
colored 
bark- 
ground In large gold letters of the Old 
English type. 


Another fancy of the poet's was to 
have all tho 
books of 
lesser 
value, 
which had become ragged and dlrty^ 
covered, or rather bound, in colored! 
cotton prints, for the sake of making; 
them clean and respectable, since hei 
could not afford to have so many put 
Into leather bindings. 


His daughters, aided by any femalft 
friend 
who 
mlfiht be 
staying 
^^lt^l 
them, performed 
that 
task, and they 
bound thus, at different times, some 
1,400 volumes. 
They filled one room 
completely, and Southey called it '*tho 
Cottonian library." 
He 
took 
great 
pleasure In watching 
and 
directing 
this work. Tho ladies would often suit 
the pattern to 
tho 
contents; 
they 
would clothe a Quaker work or book 
of sermons in somber drab, poetry In 
some flowery pattern, and sometimes 
they would contrive a sly piece of 
satire at the expense of some work by 
their choice of its binding. There was 
one convenience about this mode of 
binding, for tho books were identified 
by their conspicuous dress, and vpry 
easily found.—Youth's Companion.

700 
POUNDS 
LET 
GO 


The Victims Were Biown to Pieces 
and 
Many 
Nearby 
Towns 
Were 
Shaken. 


Six men were killed and two were 
Injured in au explosion of 700 pounds 
of gunpowder at the Dupont Powder 
works, at Glbbstown, N. J., on the Del- 
aware river, sixteen miles below Phil- 
adeUihia. 


All the dead men were employed in 
the gelatine mexing house, which was 
leveled to the ground by the explo- 
sion. They were: 


Harry Horner, of Paulsboro; 
mar- 
ried; had four children. 
Howard Clark, Paulsboro; married, 
Herbert Muljen, Paulsboro; single. 
Stanley Joka, Paulsboro, 
Stanley Kasper, Paulsboro. 
Joseph Schmust, Gibbstown, 
The 
injured men were 
employed 
near the mixing house and were al- 
most buried under the debris, which 
was sent flying in all directions. They 
are Alexander Bonsack and Michael 
Sam. They will recover. 


The building in which the men lost 
their lives was the scene of a similar 
explosion a little more 
than 
three 
months ago, when four men were kill- 
ed and a score injured. It was a one- 
story brick structure, about 20 by 30 
feet. 


Under ordinary circumstances only 
four men Avork in this building. 
Two 
others were assigned as helpers. Oili- 
cials of the plant were unable to tell 
the cause of the explosion. 


When the powder let go there was 
a wild scramble among the employes, 
of whom there are about 1000 in the 
entire plant. The men in the mixing 
house were literally blown to pieces 
without a chance to escape. The de- 
tonation set fire to the debris, but 
the blaze was extinguislfed in a few 
minutes. 


A gang of men was immediately put 
to work to dig the bodies from the 
ruins. Physicians from Gibbstown and 
Paulsboro, as well as those attached 
to the M'orks, climbed over the debris, 
ready to give aid to any one who 
might be found alive, but all had died 
Instantly. 


The detonation threw the towns of 
Paulsboro and Gibbstown 
into 
the 
highest state of excitement. A large 
part of the male population of both 
towns are employed in the 
powder 
works, and many women and children, 
fearing their loved ones had been kill- 
ed or Injured, rushed to the gates. 


The explosion was so heavy that it 
was felt through a large part of South 
Jersey and in many parts of Phila- 
delphia.
